Navy Shifts 


Its Position 


On Launchers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Navy has quietly backed off its 
position that all its 2.75 inch 
rocket launcher contracts must 
go to a St. Louis firm which is 
under federal indictment charg­ 
ing kickbacks on past contracts 
for the equipment. 
The Navy had maintained 
that Techfab Division of Alsco 
Inc., of St. Louis, had to get all 
the 
contracts 
because 
the 
launchers were “proprietary” 
and the time required to devel­ 
op new suppliers would be 
“completely prohibitive.” 
The Navy awarded a $13.9 
million contract for the launch­ 
ers to Techfab while its parent 
company was under Grand Jury 
investigation this summer and 
the Pentagon refused to void the 
contract when the indictment 
against Alsco was returned iii 
August. 
But now, in a one paragraph 
announcement in a Commerce 
Department journal, the Naval 
Air Systems Command has dis­ 
closed that it will seek competi­ 
tive bids this week from pro­ 
spective new suppliers of 81,500 
launchers. 
A Navy spokesman acknow­ 
ledged that the Air Systems 
Command is seeking new sup­ 
pliers for the rocket launchers, 
used by both the Navy and the 
Air Force, but would not discuss 
details. 
Because the rocket launchers 
already in use or in production 
are a proprietary item—that is 
the plans and specifications are 
owned by Alsco-Techfab, not by 
the government — the Navy 
made clear in its bid announce­ 
ment that compaiies seeking 
tile new contracts would have to 
create their own designs and 
build test models. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
FBI said today it has more than 
kept up with the nation’s rising 
crime rate, but added that the 
New Left movement “has mush­ 
roomed into a major security 
problem.” 
In its annual report, the feder­ 
al crime agency said the fiscal 
year that ended last June 30 
was a period of “harsh, unrem­ 
itting challenge for law enforce­ 
ment.” 
But, the FBI said, it mea­ 
sured gains in several major 
areas of crime fighting, includ­ 
ing a 19 per cent increase in its 
arrest rate over the previous 
year. 
The 1968 figures were 18,881 
apprehensions, compared with 
15,878 the year before. 
Another gain was claimed in 
convictions. The figures were 
13,059 persons convicted in 1968, 
against 13,032 in fiscal 1967. The 
report stated that 97 per cent of 
those arrested were convicted. 
The report came with “Law 
and Order” a major issue in the 
presidential campaign. 
Republican candidate Richard 
M. Nixon claims that crime is 
running wild and enforcement 
and court procedures haven’t 
been able to keep up. 
In a section headed “Protect­ 
ing our Internal Security,” the 
report, mirroring earlier state­ 
ments by FBI Director J. Ed­ 
gar Hoover, charged that the 
Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety is at the core of student 
unrest “held together by a bit­ 
ter hatred of . . . the institutions 
of democratic society.” 
It accused SDS of sponsoring 
workshops to teach sabotage 
aud how to manufacture explo­ 
sives for possible use against 
some government facilities. 
The agency also said the Com­ 
munist party continues as a 


danger to the nation’s internal 
security, although it has been 
working to achieve respectabili­ 
ty in the nation. 
The report listed no arrests 
nor convictions in fiscal 1968 re­ 
garding 
internal 
subversion 
crimes. 
The agency also noted what it 
said was a boost by the Soviet 
Union and several of its allies in 


spying operations in the United 
States. 
According to tile report, tile 
two Soviet diplomatic missions 
in Washington and New York 
have increased their staffs from 
346 persons in 1964 to 573 in fis­ 
cal 1968. 
Between 70 and 80 per cent of 
these people are involved in in­ 
telligence, the FBI said.

Board and TFT negotiators 
worked out the agreement in 
August. All raises would be con­ 
tingent on passage of a five- 
mill operating levy in the Nov. 5 
election. 
Terms of the proposed con­ 
tract would boost starting sala­ 
ries for bachelor’s degree teach­ 
ers from $5,900 to $7,000 and 
maximum pay from $9,100 to

that announcements of enemy 
casualties 
are 
exaggerated 
through estimates when no ac­ 
tual count of of bodies is possi­ 
ble. 


In many cases, large numbers 
of enemy dead are credited to 
air strikes, helicopter gunships 
and artillery. But allied com­ 
manders argue that a counter­ 
ing factor is that many dead, 
and wounded men who later die, 
are removed from battlefields 
before they can be counted. 
The military spokesmen said 
the 2,866 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops killed last 
week boosted to 401,589 the toll 
since Jan. I, 1961. Loss of gov­ 
ernment troops in toe same pe­ 
riod is said to be about 95,000 
while the United States lost 


28,211 men up to Sept. 21. 
In another development, au­ 
thorities reported a mortar at­ 
tack on the sprawling U.S. 
Army headquarters complex at 
Long Binh, 16 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 
During a 2t)-minule attack 
Monday night, enemy gunners 
slammed 40 rounds of 82mm 
mortar shells into the camp. A 
U.S. spokesman described dam­ 
age and casualties as light. He 
said there were no fatalities. 
For the same period, through

For one thing, no cases of police bru­ 
tality have been reported, and for an­ 
other, the lawyers—many of whom 
know little of police procedures and 
have been unsympathetic toward po­ 
licemen—are learning something about 
the number of problems police face 
daily.

How the Weather Looks 


TOLEDO , Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
Spiro T. Agnew has urged tile 
removal of Ramsey Clark as 
U.S. attorney general and has 
proposed a five-point program 
to combat crime. 
The Republican vice-presiden­ 
tial candidate told 1,500 to 2,500 
persons at a rally in downtown 
Toledo Monday that Clark’s so­ 
lution to crime in the streets ap­ 
parently “is to widen the side­ 
walks.” 
The Maryland governor then 
said, “we must replace Mr. 
Clark. . .with a new attorney 
general—a man dedicated to 
providing the tools that; will 
penetrate the multibillion dollar 
conspiracy of organized crime.” 
Agnew said the federal gov­ 
ernment would launch a five- 
point program to combat crime 
if Richard M. Nixon is elect­ 
ed president. Major points of 
the war on crime would be: 
—Wider use of wire tapping to 
break nationwide crime syndi­ 
cates. 
—A crackdown on narcotics 
violators. 
—Emphasis on making the 
District of Columbia a model, 
crime-free city. 
—Mandatory prison sentences 
for persons convicted of com­ 
mitting a crime involving use of 
a gun. 
—Provision of a higher stand­ 
ard of moral leadership in the 
federal government. 
Agnew endorsed federal gun 
control legislation to disarm 
criminals and those with re­ 
cords of mental disorders, but 
termed tee blanket registration 
of hand guns and rifles “an ex­ 
ercise of futility.”

Queen Asks 


Photo Ban 


LONDON (AP) — Queen Eliz­ 
abeth n has asked British edi­ 
tors to refrain from publishing 
“ personal and intim ate” photo­ 
graphs which appeared today in 
a French news magazine. Buck­ 
ingham Palace said. 
The 16 black and white photo­ 
graphs include six of the queen 
sitting up in bed in the royal 
bedroom. In four she is holding 
infant Prince Edward, born in 
1964. 
It was understood in London 
before publication of the m aga­ 
zine, Paris Match, that some 
pictures showed her nursing the 
infant, but no such pictures ap­ 
peared. 
“ The 
queen 
has 
requested 
that because of the very person­ 
al and intim ate nature of the 
photographs they should not be 
shown in this country,” said a 
palace spokesman. 
The royal request not to pub­ 
lish the photographs in Britain 
is not binding on editors, but 
they would be likely to respect 
it out of courtesy to the mon­ 
arch.

NEW YORK (AP) 
— It’s 
going to be tough on the writers 
and actors in programs like 
ABC’s “The Outcasts” if those 
antiviolence policies of the net­ 
works are ever rigidly enforced.

At the end, of course, the

SAIGON (AP) — Several for­ 
mer leaders of Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky’s black-shirted 
Antifraud Youth were sentenced 
by a military court Monday to 
three to seven years at hard la­ 
bor. 
They were found guilty of 
fraud in the trafficking in fake 
draft exemptions for about 600 
members 
of 
the 
Antifraud 
Youth, a group formed by Ky in 
1965 when he was minister of 
youth. 
The 3rd Corps Military Court 
acquitted five other members of 
the group. All of them had been 
arrested last February. 
Among those convicted was 
Dang Van Thu, national presi­ 
dent of the organization, who 
was sentenced to three years. 
Le Van Thanh, head of the 
Gia Dinh province Antifraud 
Youth, received a seven-year 
sentence. The three others con­ 
victed all were members of the 
group in Gia Dinh, the province 
that surrounds Saigon. 
The Antifraud Youth, now al­ 
most defunct, claimed last year 
32,000 
members 
nationwide, 
some 22,000 of them in Saigon-

Court Action 


For Removal 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Mayor Carl B. Stokes should be 
removed from office for alleged­ 
ly unlawfully channeling city re­ 
newal money to Negro militant 
groups, according to a court ac­ 
tion 
brought against Stokes 
Monday. 
The complaint was filed in 
Probate Court by Roy R. Rich­ 
ards, chairman of the Cleveland 
branch of the Ohio Wallace for 
President Committee and vice 
chairman of the Citizens Com­ 
mittee for Law Enforcement of 
the United Citizens Council of 
America. 
Richards brought the action 
under a state law that requires 
the court to issue a citation 
against the mayor and order 
him to a hearing within IO days. 
Richards' complaint charged 
the mayor with misfeasance, 
malfeasance and nonfeasance in 
connection with the sniper slay­ 
ings of three white policemen 
in the predominantly Negro 
Glenville area last July 23. 
Seven Negro civilians also were 
killed in the shootings. 
The complaint alleges that 
Stokes: 
—Acted unlawfully in chan­ 
neling Cleveland Now funds to 
Negro militant groups. 
—Appeared at a public func­ 
tion with armed black national­ 
ists. 
—Mishandled the restoration 
of order during the Glenville 
disorders.
